Debate on the Luiiu-Taimer (,)ueBtloM In the 
House of Coimiioiis. 

Lo.NDO.N, July 18 — W.-ilter I 'Ihiier Long, 
Conservative, culled the attention of tho 
house of comiuons this afternoon to a 
breach of privilege committed 011 Friday 
in'tIie[ldl>Dy'by;5r, Chairles Kearns Detin 
Tanner, PamoUite, in calling him (Long) 
"a damned snob." Continuing, L(ing said 
he had by letter warned l)r. 'raiinei- of 
his determination to bring tho matter be- 
fore the house. Notwithstanding this 
Tanner was now absent. The facts of tlie 
case were that Long, having heard that 
Tanner had complained that nis vote had 
not boon recorded in a curtain division, 
and meeting him in the lobby asked him 
what was the matter and if anything was 
wrong in the record of the division. 
Tanuer^veplied: "Von're a Tory, aren't 
you'? ' I'wish to (ind, then, you wouldn't 
speak to me. 1 have tidd yon damned 
Tories never to speak to 1110. [Irish 
cheers. J Talk lo your own d.uoned lot." 

Answer — 1 wasn't aware you don't wish 
to be spoken lo. 

Tanner then wei.t on to any: "Keep 
your damned tongue quiet in yuur mouth. 
Don't make a blasted fool of yourself." 
(Laughter by Pamellites.) As Long hur- 
ried away Tainier called out "Theru goes 
a dainiied snob." 

Long, after giviiiur this history of the 
incident, said tliat he w<iuld rather have 
passed over the aliair with contempt, but 
as it occurred within the precincts of the 
house and in tho presence of every mem- 
ber he felt it to be his duty to brim; the 
matter before the house. 

W. H. Snntli, government leader.moveil 
that Tanner be suspouded for a iiKJUth. 

Sexton said lie considered -sneli iiroceed- 
inga scarcely less disgraceful than that 
complained of. Tanner had frequently 
re((Uosted the Tory members not to ad- 
dress him. Long would have acted ivisely if 
he had not spokeli to Tiinner at, the lime. 
The doctor was e.xcited over his exclusion 
from a division. The incident didn't de- 
serve tho treatment it was accorded and 
ihe doctor did not deserve the severe 
penalty proiioscd. As to liis absence he 
was in Ireland keeping .a pulilie I'ligagi'- 
nient. He would meet the accusation 
any day appointed. Sexton then moveil 
to adjourn the debate until some time 
whein 'Tanner should be present. 

Smith reminded the house that no le- 
ipiest for delay, or any ajjology, would be 
received from Tanner. 

Parnell submitted that there was 110 
precedent for suspending a member for a 
month -witiiouf giving liim a chance to be 
heard. 

(iladstoiie said he thought the proposed 
]jiinishnieut foi' the oti'ence supported by 
c.t /Hir/t: evidence was disproport ioned to 
what was usually administered. 

.Smith, after hearing Mr, (jladstoiio,8.iid 
he would not' press his mo(ion,and instead 
jiroposed that Tanner should attend next 
Thursday and respond to the charge. 
Agreed to.

To THK Editok; — Senator Macdonald's 
inference that the gist of my last letter to 
you consisted in thu assertion that ho 
made investments at Motlakahtla is incor- 
rect, the necessity of the cumiiiunication 
at all was deeply regretted by mo, and my 
indirect reference to such a circumstance 
was in explanation, and in defence of the 
unwarrantable alt.ack which the senator 
made uiion nic personally, in allusion to 
Iho rightful ownership of the sawmill at 
MotlakahlLi. 1 never understood of 
stated that Mr. Macdonald took shares in 
the cannery, because the company arrange- 
ment at first intended was not carried out, 
owing (so fur as 1 was concerned) to the 
determination of Mr. Duncan to place it 
upon an Indian ieser\e. A friend who 
was al the same time, also, to have taken 
sliaies jiaid in his money directly to Mr. 
Duncan and took that gentleman's note of 
hand, which I saw. Mr. Duncan then in- 
formed me, and so did Mr. Macdon.tid 
himself, tli.il lie (Mr. M.) had paid in his 
amount in the same way. That it has 
since been granted ''free of charge" 1 can 
well undei ■■l;;rd, most people can, who 
loaned uioney fur the establishment of 
canneries on the northwest coast in those 
days — in fact, they were glad to get out of 
the venture, not only "free of charge," 
but with a Hiierilice of the whole sum ori- 
ginally invested; at least this is, unfortun- 
ately, my own exiierience. 

In referring lo my reconimendatiou for a 
peace ntlicer. Senator Macdonald mixes 
up two occasions, and ingeniously — per- 
haps accidentally - puts ime for the other 
and substitutes each, as his object apjiar- 
eiilly reipiiies. Now, 1 did strongly re- 
coiumeiid t he dispateli of a gun ve.isel to 
.Metlak:ditla, when the Indians met last 
winter ill open rebellion against authority 
.mil, by force of violence, pruveilted guv- 
eiiiineiit olHcers from performing a neces- 
sary duly. The recommendation was a|i- 
pii.ved liy the Dominion goveriiiiioiit in 
cmiiiecl inn with the Ineal iJeparlnienl of 
justice, and it was only hy the presence 
of a ship of war that the law, and obedi- 
eiieo tn ant liority were enforced, and the 
survey of the rrsc-rve proceeded with. 
.Siibse()Uenlly, when the Indinnshml been 
arrested, they staled that they had been 
told by their teachers t hat tlu^y were right 
and thai when they now found out ditl'or- 
eiilly, llie^' were sorry for their miscon- 
duct. Will the Senator deny that these 
people, will) sufTored imprisnimiciit and 
punislinienl were grossly - nay, seriously 
I lliiiik. wickedly "misled/" Tlut soc- 
.iiid i-ec. iiiiinendalion is a later one, some 
cnrrespniiih'iice relative to wllicll was 
brmight ilnwn to the senate as referred to 
ami whoiein, owing to sworn information 
sent to \'ictoria through a local justice of 
the peace, that treats of the demolition of 
the village by Duncan Indinna (the usual 
system nf lerrnrisin ;il Metl.vlikatla) were 
being njieiilv made, and a portiiui of the 
sea w.ill hail already been torn down, I 
suggeriied th'il an acting stipendiary mag- 
istrate should proceial immediately to 
.Metlahkutia, as there was no jirobability 
at the time of the Hon. Mr. Elliot being 
able, nil .iccniinf of long illness, to ri!suine 
his iluties there. This proposal was car- 
ried out, and .Mr. Wootton, who, I pre- 
aumo, was selected by the J^ivvincinl 1 :•)!•- 
itrumeiit on account of the long exjieriencu 
he h.id had as .a li-gislinr of the court, 
uithiiiafew liiiurs notice, left for the 
11m tli-w est cnast. I repeat, therefore, 
that the portion of thisadvice which re- 
fers to a blii|i of war was, and in a eoii- 
liiigeiicy, the necessity of which, in view 
of the piist and the po.ssible outlook of the 
future is very likely indeed to be renew- 
ed. This. .Mr. lOdilnr, is how thu depart- 
iiieiit. of I 111 ban .-Vd'airs at prcieiit uiidur- 
slands this matter, in full aiiproval of my 
lourse and action, and Mr. Macdonald's 
statement lo the contrary is as incorrect, 
as is his substitution of arecouimeiidatioii 
in connection with which he wrongly 
(|U(ites both the Bishop of Caledonia and 
.Mr. liall, wlio had iinthing to do with it, 
and, SI. tar :is 1 am awiirc, wrote no letters 
ill regard to the same. The immediate 
([uestion at issue havinu been disposed of, 
as above. Senator Macdonald proceeds to 
(|iiestinn me as to niy report upon Mr. 
Wootton, and upon other matters, and he 
calls uiinii me "to produce the orders" of 
the honorable superiiiteiideiit general for 
a ship of war, itc. , itc. Does the senator 
think that your readers will not undei^ 
stand that thei-e is only one channel by 
which ho could obtain information such 
as he asks iiie for / or, is 
it thai he wishes to take ud- 
vaiiljige of a letter which 1 
considered necessary in my personal vin- 
dication, and further charge me with of- 
liciid miscondnct, knowing that my reply 
ui the icitii thill III' di'sirc.i it would bo a 
lireach of trust of which I could not heguilty 
as long .as 1 enjoy the coiilidenco of the 
superintendent-general. Mr. Macdonald 
says that my annual report is "grossly in- 
accurate." Fortunately there liave been 
too many commissions of eiujuiry sent to 
,M etiidialilla to iiecesailate the governnuuit 
or iniblii; to rely u]ion the stateineiits of 
any oiiu ollicer. Thero is not a single as- 
sertion of iiiiue in thu dociimont named 
that is not a mattur of history, and which 
cannot bo substantiatiiid by the most indis- 
putable evidence. 

No ono was more ready than I lo give 
Mr. Duncan ihe full meed of praise when 
he deserved it, as his iiuotalions in soiiiu 
instances, and references tu my favorable 
reports, will prove. JNor would I, under 
altered circiimslancos, find fault with thitt 
gentleman's departure now were he to 
cmitine himself lo a change of his own al- 
legiance. When he souks, however, to 
take with him a whole village of liidihus 
many of whom are untutored and incapa- 
ble of judging properly as to right and 
wrong— to alienate this victimized com- 
niniiity from their Queen and country — 
to ]iersii.i(l(( them, by the hope of money 
beggi'il from the uninformed portion of 
the .\iiierican people, under the false plea 
of British ojipie.ssioii to leave their homes 
and kindretl, to incur the risk of deser- 
tion and wretchedness, when their 
so callod protectiu' rthall have passed away. 
This, Mr. Editor, is iiuite another thing, 
and calls for the severest condemnation 
from every li..y,d- hearted citizen, who has 
a s))ark of -sympathy for "the words of 
the people. " Mr. Duncan is responsible 
for all the troubles that have occurred at 
Motlakahtla, and no one knows this bet- 
ter than the Honoratile Senator, who ad- 
mits in his letter, that Mr. Duncan's in- 
lluence is such ^Uhat mn: word from him 
iriiidil Linillf II jUuni: in thiit nyian nut 
cu.siLij cxI i iiijiiishi'd." Why then, has a 
naturally peaceful people been pei'initted 
to array thonisolves in open meeting 
against, the state, and incur its ponaltien 
of disgrace, while its ri'ul iiiilhor.i are liid- 
didi, and go free, and why has this "one 
Wold ' of their mentor been so long with- 
held from the side of law and order / Mr, 
Macdonald liiially intimated that the 
'^gulden rule*' is nut) - applicable ;to me, 
and bestows epithets which are neither 
kindly nor neighborly to ono whose career 
for the last twidity-five years, I trust, has 
not been a ilislioiiorablo or profitless ono 
to the province, or to my fellow citizens.
